The following from the Christian Secre-| 


tary is well worthy presefvation. Its truth 
is too evident to be doubted, and we have 
only to make. the application, 

“It has often been: remarked, and I be- 
lieve with truth,.that of all. the prejudices 





which operate onthe humea mind, our re- 


opponents, ate so blinded by prejudice, tpat | 
they consider the maintenances of sectarian | 
dogmas of more absolute concern than the} 
developement of truth. Such people are! 
willingly ignorant—they shut the eyes of, 
their understanding that the light may not | 
shine into their hearts, and wander in dark- 
ness at noon day. Thirdly, those who are. 
so confident of their own principles that, 
they shut every avenue to the increase of | 
knowledge, and bar every door against the | 
admission of different views, show clearly | 
that darkness hath blinded their eyes, and | 
are living monuments of the truth of the 
position taken by the Secretary. Fourthly, 
when an editor refuses to publish what he 
acknowledges to be truth, and inserts that 
which will not bear a criticism for a moment, 
and is opposed to the good sense of the com- 
munity, he betrays his own cause, and fur- 
nishes a weapon for his own destruction. 
Fifthly, when church members are more 
ready to vilify than to argue, and to condemn 
a whole sect than to refute a single princi- 
ple to which that sect holds, prejudice, rank 
prejudice renders them “ incapable of fairly 
investigating any. doetrine or precept that 
does not comport with their favourite creed.” 

The cause of this prejudice may often be 
traced to the moment of initiation into the 
church. Often ignorant of the first princi- 
ples of religious liberty, they consider them- 
selves in the light of sdldiers who swear obe- 
dience to their superior officers. Without 
daring to go back, they shrink from every 
investigation which is calculated to throw 
additional light on the subject of religion, and 
never dream of growing in grace and knowl- 
edge, and of obtaining more extended views 
of God and of themselves than that measure 
which they had attained on admission to 
church privileges, Thus they fear to go 
forward, because they vainly imagine that 
the first step in thechristian race is the only 
step which can be safely taken. Thus those 





who enter as_ scholars, often farcy tiem- 
selves adepts, and beyond the reach of im- 
provement. “As no principle is more cer- 
tain of paralyzing the march of knowledge, 
than the conceit that we are already suffi- 
ciently instructed, we advise every one who 
enters for the prize, so to run that he may 
win the prize, and in no instance to shun 
any means of information which may pos- 
sibly lead to the developement of truth.

Dr. Beecher has at length appeared in 
the Boston Evening Gazette of last week 
acknowledging thet he wrote the very sin- 
gular ictter to Mr. Nettleton which was 
published in this peper sume time since, and 
aitemptirg to do away the impression that 
it was calculated to beget, viz. that he en- 


tertained, to use his own language, “a se- 
crei hostilky to revivals in one part of the 
church, while, for siuister purposess he was 
employcd in promoting them in another.” 


Tle does not attempt to vindicate himself by 
disowning or attempting to qualify a single 
sentiment or word contained in the Letter 
alluded to, but by publishing “an extract 
from certain communications to Rev. Mr. 
Nettleton, written and sent , simultaneously 
with the one surreptitiously published.””— 
This extract, though it does not appear that 
it constituted a part of that particular fetter, 
heretofore published; he seems to think 


is necessary to a proper. understanding of 


the latter. Ifwehad room, we should lay 
it before our readers this week; but.as it is 
we can only remark, that so far as we are 
able to understand it, it furnishes no apolo- 
gy, but rather a confirmation of what he 
said in the Leticr, Putting the two ex- 
tracts together, or considering each stpar- 
ate from the other, we are led to conelude 
that Dr. B. in his communications to Mr. 
Nettleton, has told what he honestly be- 
lieves—as far as it would answer for him to 
tell it—concerning what are cantingly term- 
ed “revivals of religion.” He holds to 
"pions revivals; and so do we. He is, 

owever, inclined'to think that much oi that, 
which is boasted of as being the work of 
God, is nothing better than “ an assault of 
satan” and altogether spurious; and so do 
we. 
When he first heard of the famous revival 
in N. Y. he rejoiced. He “had hoped” 
sundry good things about it. “He had be- 
gun to anticipate as the result, a power of 
moral sentiment,” &c. But the subsequent 
facts which came to his ears, caused him to 
be “ alarmed,”’ and increased his fears that 
satan was at work there. Hence he wrote 
to Mr. N. in order to strip infatuation of her. 
claim to religion and to admonish his friends 


there not to be imposed upon by what he. _ 
believed to be spurious and not genuine. 

There is one sentence in the extract _ 
which may be admired for its eloquence, 2 
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but to the idea of which we cannot as yet 
fully subscribe. It isthe foliowing: The 
deeper the> wave of public feeling which is 
rolled up by the breath of the Almighty, the 
greater is the danger and the more tnjurious 
is the effect of mismanagement.”

the pure and holy “breath of the Almighty,” 
‘“‘ dangerous” and “injurious,” unléss coun- 
teraeted by the superior management of 
certain clerical leaders? To us such asen- 
timent appears to be impious. 


Speaking 6f revivals in general, the Dr. | 


adds: “ Revivals usually include but a small 
portion of the entire community, and are 
destined often to experience a re-action when 
they have passed by.” There is much 
truth in this remark. These revivals, as 


they are called, are produced by an excited, 
state of the passions only. Those are gen-| 


erally affected by them whose passions are 
strong and whose understandings are weak, 
There is always sume combustible material 
in society fitted to be inflamed by passion- 
ate addresses, but as the number of such 
persons is not large, “ revivals include usu- 
ally bat a small proportion ofthe entire com- 
munity,” the largest part of which will still 
think and act for themselves. We have 
been witnesses of these excitements, which 
return about as often as the light materials 
that they operate upon are collected in so- 
ciety, and can bear witness to what Dr. B. 
says, that “‘ they are destined often [if not 
always] to experience a re-action when they 
have passed by.” The “general effects,” 
as Dr.'B. observes, “ are seen to be bad.” 
We are confirmed in the opinion, that the 
Dr. is conscientiously opposed to Revivals— 
we use this word now, as he would, not in 
its true, but in its popular acceptation, viz. 
to designate those over-heated_excitements 
which have been a disgrace to christianity, 
but which are dignified by the infatuated 
subjects of them, as Revivals. He is not, 
nor are we, opposed to revivals, truly so 
called. We would “ rejoice” as much as 
he in such as “result in a power of moral 
sentiment”? and rational amendment,—but 


such was not the N. Y. revival, nor are| 


what are called revivals generally produc- 
tive of ‘such effects. Too generally they 
are characterized for “universal misrule an 
moral desolation.” 
We surely are not disposed to censure 
Dr. B. for his opinion of these things, nor 
would we imply as he seems to suggest we 
have implied, that he is guilty of “a secret 
hostility to revivals of religion in one part 
ofthe church, while for sinister purposes, 
lie was employed in promoting them in 
another part.” We do not know that his 
preaching in Boston has been at all incon- 
si with what he says” in his letter to 
Nettleton, If he has comniniunicated “no 
“fire” among the people of that city, nor 
been instramental of “burning ‘his neigh-

give him fuli ‘eredit for consistency. We 
hope—and for aught.we know it is so,—that 
‘he always preaches with as much frankness, 
and with as little concealment, as he wriles 
‘to his confidential friends. 
Dr. B. is in something of a delicate sit- 
uation, and we are sincerely disposed to 
| commisserate with kim. He seems to mani- 
| fest a commendable disposition to render his 
orthodox brethren mere temperate and ra- 
‘tional upon the subject of revivals than they 
often are, but in endeavouring to effect this, 
he lays himself liable to unfavourable sus- 
picions. His good sensé on the one hand, 
| and his brethren on the other, invite him to 
| different courses, and to proceed in such a 
| manner as to manifest the former without 
impairing the latter is truly deheate, if not 
perplexing. 

The editor of the Boston Evening Ga- 
' zette, to whom Dr. Beecher sent the com- 
munication alluded to, in remarking upon 
the subject says: 

“The letter first published in this paper 
he admits to be genuine—and it is for our 
readers and the public to judge whether the 
present remarks form a sufficient foundation 
to support the original observations.

Dedication of the new S gue.—The 
new synagogue in Elin-street, built by the 
German and Polish Jews, was dedicated by 
divine service on Friday afternoon.

THE FRENCH CHURCH. 

The following statement of the Roman 
Catholic aiid Protestant clergy in France, 
with their respective stipends, paid b) the 
French government, is extracted from doc- 
uments laid before the chambers by the min- 
| ister of the interior. 

Roman Cartuotrc Ciercy.—The estab- 
lished church of France is composed of four 
cardinals, one of whom, the archbishop of 
Paris, has 100,000 francs yearly, about 
$ 20,000, the other three, 30,000 each, 
about $6,@00, There’are 13 archbishops, 
besides the metropolitan, there are 66 bish- 
ops; each 15,000; 174 vicars general, each 
from 2,000 to 4,000 ; 660 canons of pre-' 
bendaries, each from 1,500 to 2,400 ; 2,917 
cures or rectors, each from 1,100 to 1,600 ; 
22,316 deservants or curates, each from 
750 to 1,000 francs per annum. To the 
colleges for educating the younger clergy, 
940,000 francs, or $ 188,000; and for re- 
pairing and building churches, 200,000, or 
$ 40,00. The whole expense of the estab- 
lishment, including annuities to infirm clergy, 
is estimated at 22,560,000 francs, or $ 1,130, 
000 ! 

Protestant Criercy.—The Calvinists 
have three pastors, who receive yearly each 
3,000 francs ; 28 who receive each 2,000 ; 
69 who receive each 1,500—and lastly, 195 
pastors, each 1,000—total Calvinistic mins 
isters, 295. There are 2 Lutheran pastors, 
each receiving 3,000 francs ; 25, each 2, 
000; 21, each 1,500; and 175 pastors, 
each 1,000—totak, 222 Luthern ministers. 
com total paid to the Protestant clergy, 
623,000 francs, ($124,600) 24,000 francs 
allowed for their colleges, and 50,000 for. 
their place.of worshi m total for the
